The experimental soil work and 
the soil survey work done in Illi­ 
nois has come to be of great impor­ 
tance as questions of fertility have 
pressed for settlement. 
A soil re­ 
port issued not long since by t h e ag­ 
ricultural experiment station a t Ur­ 
bana gives so m e interesting 
data 
about the corn belt of Illinois and 
then at length describes the various 
soils of Sangamon county. 
W hile no 
survey of the soils of Morgan county 
has been m ade it is quite likely that 
the results would Le very much like 
those obtained in Sangamon county. 
Some facts about the corn belt and 
about the soil in the county adjoin­ 
ing Morgan on the east a re taken 
from the bulletin and are as follows. 
The facts were supplied by Cyril G. I ty 
Hopkins, J. G. Mosier, J. H. Petit and 
J . E. R eadhimer: 
About two-thirds of illinois lies 
In the corn belt, where moist of the 
prairie lands 
are black 
or 
dark 
brown in color. 
In the southern 
third of the state the prairie soils 
are largely of a gray color, a n d this 
region is better know'n as the wheat 
belt, although wheat is often grown 
in the corn belt and corn is also a 
common crop in the wheat belt. 
Moultrie county, representing the 
corn belt; 'Clay county, which is fair­ 
ly representative of the wheat belt; 
and Hardin county, which is taken 
to represent the unglaciated area of 
the extreme southern part o f

state, were selected for the first Il­ 
linois Soil 
Reports 
by 
counties. 
While these three County Soil Re­ 
ports were sent to the station's en­ 
tire mailing list within th e state, 
Sangamon and other subsequent re­ 
ports are sent only to the residents 
of the county concerned and to any 
one else upon request. 
Each county report is intended to 
be as nearly complete in itself as 
is practicable to make it, and, even 
at the expense of some repetition, 
each will contain a (general discus­ 
sion of Important fundamental prin­ 
ciples to help the farmer and land­ 
owner to understand the m ean in g of 
the soil fertility invoice for the lands 
in which he is interested. 
In Soil 
Report No. I, “Clay County Soils," 
this discussion serves in part in* an 
introduction, while in this and other 
reports it will lie found in th e Ap­ 
pendix, I Hit if necessary it should be 
read and studied in advance of the 
report proper. 
.Sangamon county is located in the 
corn belt and almost wholly within 
the middle

The following list 
of schools in Illinois and the other 
matter bearing on the subject are 
from the bulletin prepared by Mr. 
Hollister. 
“Of the high schools from which 
full reports were had twenty-seven 
reported little or no opposition to 
the establishm ent of the township 
high school. 
Twenty-two reported 
strong opposition at first. 
In some 
cases a second or third vote 
was 
necessary in order to carry the .pro­ 
position. 
fin this connection it is a 
nota. de fact 
that the more people 
learned about the nature and advan­ 
tages of the township high school 
Hie moi** these schools have grown 
in laver. 
Reports from all the fully 
established 
ic wools show that with 
th** realisation of the many advan­ 
tages gained th** 01 position in town­ 
ship districts lins nearly 
all 
died 
out. 
Sources of Opposition. 
A Reasonable 
\ lew . 
“One of the chief sources of this 
opposition has been from the owners 
of farm lands either residing on and 
operating their own farms or living 
in th** towns belonging to the class 
Known as 
retired 
farmers. 
/I ri 
a 
number of such cases it has 
(been 
claimed that villages and towns were 
trying to throw 
the cost of their 
schools upon the farmers, 
in sev­ 
eral cases threats of imycotting have 
Peen used as a means of defeating 
the establishm ent of such a free high 
school. 
“ It docs not seem likely that any 
one acquainted 
with all the facts 
would take silt Ii an attitude against 
the establishment of an institution 
so beneficial to all concerned wheth­ 
er his home be in the country or in 
the town. 
In the first place 
the 
people in the towns, ii we except the 
retired farmer, are there to serve 
the farmers fit the community. Oth- 
; erw is** til** town would not exist. 
It 
is through this service that the far 
I mer is able to have those wants 
I supplied which he has not time nor 
, facilities for supplying himself. 
It 
is 
through 
this necessary divi 
of labor that lie gets his produce to 
market; secures hts clothing grocer­ 
ies, farming implements and build 
ing materials; 
gets his mail, tele­ 
phone aud telegraphic service; 
re 
eeives his medical, legal and spiritual 
advice and council; and secures suit- 
able teachers for his children. 
In 
other words, the town is an essential 
part of the larger community embrac 
ing with it tile surrounding farms. 
“ In 
the second 
place no public 
school is maintained solely by those 
who patronize it. 
It is maintained 
at the ex,pense of all and for 
the 
common good. 
The high school is 
strict 1> 
speaking, more iii the na­ 
ture of a common good than even 
the elementary school. 
As has .been 
.blown iii the introductory pages of 
this bulletin the high school contri­ 
butes most directly of ail to the com ­ 
mon weal til through the sui ply of 
that intelligence and skill demanded 
iii the conduct of modern industries, 
and iii fulfilling the duties of citizen­ 
ship. 
S h ou ld D ivid e C ost. 
“ Why, then should the people of 
th** towns In* called upon to bear 
all the burden or sustaining the high 
ch 0 0 1* of Hie state? 
Experience 
plainly show s that values in 
real 
i roperty of rural communities iti- 
creuse with the growth of prosperity 
of the towns which are their business 
and educational centers. 
Why 
in 
this? 
Are th** farms, then, to reap 
all* the advantages without bear! ig 
their portion of the cost? 
Surely 
this is not th** American idea of th** 
e q u i t a b l e distribution of the cost of 
maintaining those educational facili­ 
ties upon which, essentially, our de­ 
mocratic institutions are known to 
lest and to depend for th\ir 
se­ 
curity.

. . . 
“ In all cases ^hero township high 
schools have ibsen established th** ta- 
* m iles for doing good modem high 
h* bool work 
have been greatly in­ 
creased. 
Out of 
fifty-eight 
high 
(•hoots reporting iii HU.2, forty-one 
XI offered m anual training, thirty-five 


culture, thirty-two 
drawing, 
and 
twenty-three m u sic .. What further I 
demonstration do we need to show ' 
the place which 
this type of high 
school is coming to hold among the 
educational interests of our 
great 
state? 
Is it any wonder that there 
is such a rapid increase in numbers 
in recent year* as is indicated 
by 
the dates of establishment as given 
in the above table? 
in most cases, also, the attendance 
has increased largely. 
Biggsville, a 
small village, was able to have only 
one and a half years of high school 
>efor<* the township high school was 
organized. 
New it furnishes a w ell 
organized high school for the c h il­ 
dren of tho township and even o u t­ 
ride the township. 
Taylorville had 
practically no high school up to the 
establishment of the township school 
in INPH. 
Now it is one of the notable 
high schools ot the state. 
The satin* 
may be said of Harvey, Harrisburg, 
Bridgeport, Marissa, Elorado, Mur­ 
physboro, Streator, LaGrange, Evan­ 
ston. 
Other A dvantages of the Blan. 
“The township high school plan 
us provided 
for in the statues of 
Illinois lias a peculiar advantage over 
oilier plans of distributing the cost 
of high schools. 
This advantage is 
in the fact that it permits the direct 
participation in its organization arid 
its government of all tile people co n ­ 
tributing to its support. 
T hus it 
becomes possible to have high schools 
whose courses provide not alone for 
the interests of the city child 
nut 
also for tile interests of the farm ers’ 
sons and daughters and for country 
life in general. 
“This latter point is well illustrat­ 
ed by the fact that most of 
the 
Illinois high schools that are now 
offering courses in agriculture are 
township high schools. 
The d em an d 
is growing more and more insistent 
for such courses as shall put 
the 
children from the farms more closely 
in touch 
with 
the 
poesi unities of J 
farm lit**. 
The towns can not alon e ! 
organize such courses. 
It is only 
through th** co-operation of larger 
groans wit ii referent* to this growing 
demand for the vocational subjects 
in the education of our youth. 
“ By means of til** township high 
school such organization not only be­ 
nnies feasible but also gives th** far­ 
mers a voice iii the establishment 
of such courses as the interests of 
agriculture demand. 
The people 
of 
Illinois certainly do not believe iii a 
system of high schools organized in­ 
to separate types for tin* different 
industries. 
We want all th** ‘boys 
and girls to have a chance to find 
themselves, to follow the lines for 
which nature lias endowed them, by 
having at hand in tho high school 
which they attend all possible courses 
of preparation. 
How, otherwise, are 
wre to prevent the establishment of 
class distinctions along lines of the 
occupations, like tin* caste systems of i 
European countries? 
How else shall 
we mainatian the true spirit of a 
democracy? 
“A strong township high school 
invariably stim ulates the 
work 
of 
all the rural schools that are tribu­ 
tary to it. thus m aking these schools 
much more effective. 
This same e f ­ 
fect is noticeable also with refer­ 
ence to the local elementary schools 
of the city or town in which the 
township high school is located. T he 
establishment of a distinct institu­ 
tion with a building of some note 
and constructed 
and equipped 
for 
special work 
of the high school, to­ 
gether with the higher grade of teach 
ing ability usually employed iii these 
schools, acts as a powerful stim ulus 
to Hie grades below the high school. 
At the same la n e it has the general 
effect of raising the standard 
of 
educational ideals which prevail in 
the entire com m unity to which 
a 
high school m inisters. 
“The money that is invested 
in 
these Schools is m ore than returned 
in th** increased values of real e s ­ 
tate, ay nothing of greater return 
which comes from the increase of 
skill and of intelligence which 
is 
sure to be returned to every co m ­ 
munity which supports good schools. 
it is the superior intelligence Of the 
\ in erica n farmer which gives him 
what ever advantage lie has over 
the Euro,lean p ea sa n t 
In order to 
maintain this advantage, aud to m ake 
it iMjhsfble for tho farmers’ Interests 
to be intelligently represented in all 
I ii bile concerns, th** boys and g i r l s 
of the f a r m must 
lux given aduoa- 
tional opportunities in every 
way 
equal to those of 
tile 
cities 
arid 
towns. 
“Tho relatively low’ cost of schools 
in the rural districts is notorious. 
Why should the people of th** cities 
aud towny be expected to bear 
tin 
entire burden of supporting the high 
school? 
Or why should the Individ­ 
ual whose chih! desires the training 
which th** high school offers be re­ 
quired to pay n special individual 
tax in the form of tuition in order 
that Ids child m ay attend midi 
a 
school? 
Tills is a At nut lo 1 contrary 
to $ln* spirit of our constitution and 
laws which provide the public schools 
free to the children of rich and poor 
alike.*’
